President, Children’s Television Workshop, since March, 1970; born in Phoenix, Arizona, 
November 30, 1929; B.A., University of Arizona, 1951; reporter, Arizona Republic, two years; 
publicist, National Broadcasting Corporation, 1954; public relations staff, U.S. Steel Corpora- 
tion, 1955-62; producer, Channel 13/WNDT, New York, an educational television station, 
1962-67; feasibility study of television as a teaching medium, 1966; television consultant to 
Carnegie Corporation of New York, 1967; involved in development of Children’s Television 
Workshop, which launched ‘Sesame Street” in November, 1969, an educational program that 
won the George Foster Peabody award, three Emmy awards, other prizes in its first season; 
recipient, Emmy award for the three-hour public affairs program, “Poverty, Anti-Poverty and 
the Poor,” 1966; Ohio State Director’s Award for “Sesame Street,” 1970; honorary degrees 
from Boston College, 1970, Hofstra University, 1971; member, President’s Commission on 
Marihuana and Drug Abuse, other organizations.
